thorn have bora in tho past* This particular poster takes as its argument for the 
rearmament of Germany the working of the German language edition of the Soviet 
Encyclopedia. The specific passage to vhieh it refers states that It is the 
duty of every nation to defend Itself from agression. It then says for Germans 
to awaken rad realise that what is good for tho Soviets is also good for tho Gormans. 
By so using tho Soviets own words* the poster drives home the point that they will 
tall tho Gorman people one thing* while they themselves do tho exact opposite* 
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
